Davidson, governor of the state of 
Wisconsin, designate Friday, May ft, 
as Arbor and Bird day,

SPIRITISM. 


The Physical Phenomena. 


All tho physical phenomena of spir- 


itism can bo accounted for on tho 
ground that living man possesses, In- 
herently, the power to produco them. 
The power resides within tho medium 
and Is, In no way, connected with or 
Influenced by an outside agency. It Is 
a power belonging exclusively to the 
subjective mind and bus been well 
named by Prof. Cowes, who evidently 
coined the word—"tollklnesls"—from 
tho combination of "telepathy" and 
"kinetic." 


"Tho only thing that can bo said of 


this power with certainty," says Dr. 
Hudson, "Is that It exists; that it Is 
not a power of tho objective mind; 
that It Is u power of the human soul, 
and that It Is valuable In this life only 
as an evidence that thcro Is a kinetic 
force resident In the soul. There Is no 
valid evidence whatever that disem- 
bodied spirits either do or can produce 
the phenomena of tcllklnoslu." 


It Is that power which, In spiritistic 


circles, produces raps upon lloor, walls 
and furniture; levitates the medium, 
tilts tables and sometimes causes the 


orderly 
and 
dignified 
parlor 


furniture to "cut iantii«tlc tricks be- 
fore high heaven." 


But of what use Is all this? 
Is It 


all trickery? I am frank to confess 
that It may bo legitimately done and 
may servo a purpose, but I fully agree 
with Dr. Hudson and others that the 
power Is Inherent. 


It Is a noticeable fact that mediums 


are seldom developed In more tlmn 
one method or means of communica- 
tion. Those that give verbal messages, 
whether In tho trance or semi-trance 
state, randy resort to the physical 
means of communication. 


Surely a power that can levitate pon- 


derable objects can cause the raps that 
aro distinctly heard and can move the 
pencil in the automatic slate writing. 
When circled around a table it Is the 
custom for one person to act as spokes- 
man;

Portsmouth, 
England, Apr. 4.— 


Thirty-six men. including Lieut. Mid- 
dletou, tho commander of tho torpedo- 
boot destroyer Tiger, lost their lives 
In tho collision off the Isle of Wight 
between that vessel and the British 
cruiser Berwick. 
Tho vessels belong 


to the 
Portsmouth division of 
tho 


British home Ileot and wero engaged 
In night maneuvers in tho channel 
while on their way to Portland. Tho 
night was very dark and tho Berwick 
was steaming slowly. When the de- 
stroyer attempted to cross <ho big 
cruiser's bow she was caught mid- 
ships and cut In half with knife-like 
precision, sinking almost Immediately. 
Tho deck crew, who were dressed In 
heavy oil skins and boots, went down 
with the vessel, not having time to 
freo themselves from these heavy en- 
cumbrances. Of tho 22 men who wero 
rescued most of them wore engineers 
nnd stokers who, having light clothing, 
wore, able to keep themselves afloat 
until boats from other ships, which 
wero Immediately launched, 
picked 


thorn up. 


Masked Lights Cause Collision. 


Tho collision occured 
while 
tho 


ships 
were 
maneuvering 
without 


lights. 
H Is believed that several of 


the men were killed by tho Impact. 
Tugs wore dispatched to tho scene of 
tho disaster Friday and divers made 
HII attempt to recover tho bodies of 
the men who wero drowned. 
The 


smaller vessels wero In the midst of 
an attack on their bigger consorts 
when tho disaster occurred. Tho en- 
tiro float was under masked lights, 
and In the absolute darkness the Tiger 
was suddenly struck square amidships 
by tho Berwick, Tho sharp stem of 
this vesBol, to use tho words of an eye- 
witness, cut tho destroyer In two as 
If sho had been made of paper. 


Sea Dotted with Victims. 


Tho forward half sank Instantane- 


ously and tho sea became dotted with 
struggling men. Mont of them, how- 
over, sank before help could reach 
them. .The warships in tho Immediate 
vicinity quickly had their boats over- 
board and tho scene of tho tragedy 
was brilliantly Illuminated by a con- 
centration of searchlights. The after 
portion of the Tiger Honied for a min- 
ute or two. Just long enough to enable 
those on board to seize Hfo belts. They 
threw themselves Into tho water and 
wero able to keep afloat until picked 
up, Lieut. William E. Mlddlctou was 
on tho bridge at the tlmo of the dis- 
aster and went down with tho fore- 
part of tho ship. 
Tho Tiger had a 


complement of 59 men and was of 400 
tons. 


Eye-witness Tells Story. 


An olllcer, who was an eye-witness 


to tho sinking of the Tlgur, gave tho 
following 
account of tho 
accident: 


"The first wo know that anything had 
huppenud was when wo saw a Hash 
and heard a loud report. 
This we 


supposed to be a gun. In reality, 
however, tho flash and tho report re- 
sulted from the sea water reaching tho 
boiler room of tho Tiger, causing an 
oscapo of steam which 
must 
have 


scalded to death everybody that It 
touched. The men In tho stokeholds 
imiHt havo met a fearful end. It was 
horrible to see tho forms struggling In 
tho water. 
Mimy of tho men went 


under Just as help was within reach. 
I do not think that there Is any hope 
of salving the Tlgor or recovering the 
bodies, as tho wreck HeH In too deep 
water." 


Tho Tiger was In a serious accident 


last September, when during night 
maneuvers she piled herself up on the 
Portland breakwater.

that the authorities havo seriously ad- 
dressed themselves to the. tank of ex- 
cluding tho criminal classes 
that 


como to thin country. 


Observations mado at Ellin Island 


show that tho InimlRrutlon laws, such 
as they arc. with regard to criminals 
from other hinds seems to lie enforced 
with paliiHtnklnK fidelity. The Inspec- 
tors are laboriously coiiHclentloua. as 
a whole. In their duties and seem to 
do all they can within tho narrow 
limitation of the statute to 
detect 


criminals. 
Tor 
practical purposes, 


however, the whole attitude of 
tho 


present law Is against them, to say 
nothing of , tho speclllc provisions 


conaulfl on tbo other iddo or the for- 
eign consuls at this port send Infor- 
mation which Is of tho greatest value. 
An nllGKod embezzler. Schouawe. was 
apprehended on tho complaint of the

tion authorities. Owing to the ropre- 
dentations of Commissioner Watchorn 
a year ago not only Immigrants who 
havo been convicted of a crlmo and 
havo served terms In prison may be 
deported, but those who adndt having 
committed a felony or other crlmo or 
misdemeanor Involving moral turpi- 
tude. 


This Is especially effective where 


Immigrants are fugitives from Justice. 
Without friendly suggestions tho In- 
spector must depend upon his knowl- 
edge of human nature, his study of 
physiognomy and other qualities of a 
Sherlock Holmes, and even then ho 
may go sadly astray. 


Ily dint of prolonged cross-examina- 


tion, If tho Intuition bo keen, ho may 
be able to establish a criminal record 
for tho suspected alien out of his own 
admissions; but frequently tho candi- 
date has been so well coached that ho 
Is able to bailie tho Inspector at every 
turn. If ho Is tripped up he can ro 
turn to the land whence ho came and 
try again for admission through some 
port which Is less closely guarded. 


Dread Foes Here. 


The thing which tho habitual crim- 


inal from outro mer 
dreads 
moat, 


especially If he. bo a Sicilian or of a 
taco which long nourishes feuds, 
Is

That Is enough to bar the candidate.

May Make Few Mlttakei.

grants who have been admitted are 
found to have been criminals before 
they came to this country there Is a 
long black mark made against tho 
record of tho Inspector concerned, and 
If his errors accumulate ho Is likely to 
bo dismissed from tho service. 


Under the present law the Inspectors 


who chance their positions on their 
Judgment proceed to a largo extent by 
dead reckoning. Sometimes American 


It IB not unusual for the noted crlm- 


nals to cross tho ocean ferry two or 
hree times before their Identity Is 
loted. Tho law provides that any alien 
felon may bo returned to the place 
whence ho came If complaint Is mado 
within threo years of his landing In 
tho United States. After three years 
10 Is beyond tho power of tho law. 
and no matter If his record outruns 
Herod ho cannot bo disturbed. 


Italians predominate 
among 
tho 


criminal occupants of tho detention 
pen, nnd most of these are from tho 
south of Italy or from Sicily. Swarthy, 
dark browed, with faces furrowed by 
tho records of evil lives, 
they are 


closely watched on the Island, al- 
though no special prison is provided 
for them. They are carefully searched 
for knives nnd stilettos. Tho turning 
over of many of them to the Immigra- 
tion authorities comes through their 
arrest by tho police for some deed of 
violence. 


Hard to Make Caie. 


In order to make a case against

Those would havo to be well authenti- 
cated nnd they would servo ns com- 
plete records. Any person who had 
a prison record would thus be barred 
from coming to the United States and 
none with such a passport would como 
hero. 


"It would bo Just as well to make 


tho law for reaching nnd to permit no 
ono to land hero who had over been 
In prison. Thoro nro a few coses, I ad- 
mit, whore a man by years of correct 
living may havo completely reformed, 
but It would bo Just as well for him 
to remain In his own country. I bo- 
llovo that tho various governments 
would willingly co-operate in this, for 
criminals arc the foes of all humanity. 
Tho foreign nations are not anxious 
that criminals should flee from Justice 
In order to como hero to ply their 
calling.

nate tho man from Lincoln would bo 
to Immolate- tho party upon a third 
alter of certain defeat, 


dov. Johnson says, 
"I do not believe that any Ameri- 


can citizen should bo an active open 
candidate for tho nomination to tho 
presidency. 
Any American would 


nppreclnto tho high 
honor which 


coulcl como to him In being selected 
as standard bearer of 
his party. 


While I recognize that tho press 
has had much to say about mo In con- 
nection with this high offlco I have 
hitherto avoided any public or private 
expression regarding my position. 
Matters have progreosod so far how- 
over that I should at least say, In an- 
swer to your Interrogation, that If 
the Democratic party of tho nation 
believed mo to bo more available 
than any other man and felt that by 
my nomination I could contribute 
any service to tho party and to tho 
nation I should bo happy to bo tho 
recipient of the high honor which It 
would thus confer."
